EPA wrong about tests 


How important is the study of lead exposure that the Illinois 
Department of Public Health is getting ready to conduct? 

To the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency, it apparent- 
ly isn’t important at all. Brad Bradley, the EPA’s project 
manager for its planned $25 million-plus Saeeetng of the 
Taracorp site and surrounding areas, said the results of the 
study will have-no effect on EPA plans for this area 

Bradley said the EPA is not concerned with actual expo- 
sure to lead, but concerned with the potential risk of future 
exposure. To determine this potentia risk, the EPA used a 

‘complex model to predict the blood lead levels in children 
exposed to soils contaminated with varying levels of lead. 

In its assessment of our area, the EPA added no site-specif- 
ic data, but instead filled in ‘the holes in its model with 
“model children,” ‘‘model activities’ and “model dietary 
habits.’ When the numbers were added up, everything 
indicated soil with more than 1,000 parts per million posed a 
threat iy : 

But, although it disdained site-specific studies — such asa 
previous health department study of blood lead levels — the 
EPA was willing to make some site-specific speculations and 
set its cleanup threshold at 500 ppm. 2 ~ 

According to Bradley and the EPA, that decision is 
scientifically based and final. The only thing the results of the 
IDPH study can pessibly show, according to the EPA, is the 
current state of health of the residents. 

In reality, however, the IDPH test results could be used to 
fill in the blanks in the very model the EPA uses to determine 
risk. We could replace the-‘‘model children”’ with children in 
Granite City, Madison, Venice and Eagle Park 

Two' 1990 scientific studies point out the importance of 
putting real data into the EPA model. Both studies are 
acknowledged by the EPA, which calls the conclusions 
‘*preliminary.”’ .
